A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 

Sales tax receipts continued its downward spiral for the sixth 
straight month, falling off over 16% in the first month of our new 
fiscal year compared to the same period last year. 

Total General Revenue receipts for July of this year compared to 
July of last year were up 2.5%, or an increase of $2,284,395. Looking 
back to July of fiscal year 1980, when compared to July of fiscal year 
1979, general revenue receipts increased 16.43%. 

Individual income tax receipts posted an increase of slightly over 
$5.4 million while corporate income tax posted an increase slightly 
over $2 million when compared to July of fiscal year 1980. 

As previously indicated, state sales tax receipts posted an over-all 
decline of over $6.9 million, or a 16.28% decrease when compared 
to July of last year. Sales and use tax received by the state, other 
than for the sale of motor vehicles, posted a 10.4% decrease or a 
decrease of $3,789,600. 

Motor vehicles sales tax receipts have declined approximately 
11.8% while receipts to the general revenue fund from the sale of 
motor vehicles has declined over 55%. (Note that effective in January 
of this calendar year, one-half of all sales tax receipts received from 
the sale of motor vehicles are transferred to the Department of High- 
ways and Transportation. )
